Says— The People Agree 


„President Roosevelt, in his Monday 
. speech before the University of North Caro- 
luna, deliveréd a reply to the reactionaries, 

the home-grown variety and those abroad. 

To the home-grown variety who have 

deen trying to twist the election returns into 
d stop-signal for American progress, the 

President declared quite plainly that these 

times demand not not only more progress, 

but even a greater speed of progress. He 

Said: 

“Because we live in an era of accelera- 
tion, we can no longer trust to the evolu- 
tion of future decades to meet these prob- 
lems. They rise before us today and they 
must be met today.” 

In this sharp insistence that the urgent 
economic needs of the great majority of 
American families cannot wait, that it is the 
duty of Government to tackle them today, 

_the President is unquestionably speaking the 
opinion of the American people. 

President Roosevelt also sounded a note 

_which will be well understood by the Fascist 

war-making powers in Berlin, Rome and 
Tokio. Roosevelt left no room for any doubt 
that America sees the world-wide importance 
of its own actions in the struggle to preserve 
democracy and peace. The fate of democracy 
everywhere deeply involves us; and what we 
do vitally affects all other peaceful, demo- 
cratic nations. 

“Many democracies,” Roosevelt said, 
“look to us for leadership that world de- 
mocracy may survive.” 

In this way, the President is moving to- 
ward the paramount truth of our life today 
in America—that the defense of our domes- 
tic living standards and democracy from 
Tory attack, and the defense of our national 
safety from Fascist war attack, are one and 
the same problem. It is the unified problem 
of defending simultaneously our social and 
national security.

The President smilingly sought to re- 
A assure his more hysterical critics (and some- 
times not so hysterical as deliberately falsi- 

fying) that he is not “a consorter with Com- 

munists.” It is-a reassurance which repeats 
an obvious fact. 

But, it is not good for America when our 
political etiquette is studied in the works of 
Martin Dies, as revised and improved from 
the original German of Goebbels. Wall Street 
is not the Mount Sinai of American customs 
or morals. When democratic Americans of 
one political opinion are seen consorting“ 
with fellow-Americans of another, it need be 
no occasion for eye-brow lifting. 

| The President has paid, in his speech, 
public tribute to the glories of scrambled 
_. ggs; and scrambled eggs, as the poet said 
80 truly, is the touch that makes kin of us 
all. Communists, no more than the Presi- 
dent, sit down to “grilled millionaire” for 
breakfast.

ian after the company itself had forced 
its employers into the union in order to break 
up the CIO's organizing drive which was then 
making great headway. But even in its de- 
cision on this point, the Court definitely up- 
held the right of the Labor Board to invali- 
date a contract entered into by a company 
with certain union officials in order to pre- 
vent real organization by the workers in a 
union of their own choice. The Court ma- 
jority set aside the abrogation of the con- 
tract on a question of procedure and because 
of what it claimed was insufficient evidence. 
Justices Black and Reed, however, in a dis- 
senting opinion, challenged this part of the 
decision and upheld the Labor Board on ev- 
ery point. In this, as in previous cases, these 
two newer Justices were upholding the law 
of the land as the people and Congress in- 
tended it. 

This issue of the abrogation of contracts 
is not a question of CIO versus A. F. of L., 
as some enemies of true collective bargain- 
ing would like to make it appear. It is a ques- 
tion of the need for the Labor Board to be 
able to abrogate contracts entered into by an 
employer with either a company union or 
certain higher A. F. of L. officials to block 
real voluntary organization. In short, it is a 
question of the right of all workers—CIO 
and A. F. of L.—to genuine collective bar- 
gaining through an organization of their own 


choice.
